‘SEpIEsS Oy 


Roport of House of Commons 
Cormmittec. 


London, December 2.—The report of the 
select committer of the House of Commons | 
on ship subsidies was isued to-night. Tea 
general tonor is distineily agninat the prins 
ciple of granting subsidies. The Commit- 
tea finds that British shipowners have not 
autlared much from the fostering effouls of 
subsidies paid by foreign governments ; 
tha subsidies aro morcly minor factors and | 
thnt commercial skill and industry wore the 
majur factova in the reeant developinont of 
foreign shipping and trade. ‘ 3 

Te is also found by the committco that 
subsidies restrict fre impetition and faci+ 
litate the establish f federations and 
shipping rings, and that therefore a general 
system of subsidies, except for servicea 
rendered aud without government control 
of the maximum rates opfreights, ia costly 
and inexpedient. In'raro cases, where in 
view of the ‘speci imperial consideration 
subsidies may “bo desirable, the com- 
mittee declares, the condition muat include 
‘ndequate speed and forbid the sale or hire 
of any subsidized ship without the permis- 
sion of the Government, i as 

Tho committee considera that in yrder to 
give British shipownera a fair ahow against 
their forcign rivals the Board of Vado re-, 
gulations should boonforced against foreign, 
equally with British ships ; that all light 
dues ehould be. abolished, the cust being 
defrayed by the sation, and thot means 
should-be adopted to secure the removal of - 
fegulationa by which British shipowners 
aro excladed from the coasting trado . of 
} foroign countries. The committeo augreste 
ed that regulations should ‘be imposed on 
foroign vessels participating in the, British 
and colonial trade of the empire as means 
for securing reciprocal advantages . for 
British shipowners abroad, #* 

Tho committee discussed at sone length 
tho effect on British trade of tho transfer 
of merchint veasls to foreign ownership 
and onumersted the British lines’ sold to 
Americuns, including theMorgan syndicate, 
and to Germans, ; 

Deniing with the ‘Morgan transfer, the 
roport says; ‘If the American railroad 
Management unites .with the stenmghip 
management a very influential undertaking 
may” perhaps be formed, but tuo ‘many 
interests are often involved to mule such 
combinations quite as powerful a5 they 
might be supposed to be. It ‘remains, 
however, quito certain that tho transfer 
of British ships to foreign tags, whether 
owning foreign subsidies or otherwise, may 
‘Veatse serious revults, such as developing ; 
new trades in which British shipowners, 
without Government backing, | cannot 
engaze, and tho substitution’ of foreign 
Officers and crew for British.’ : ‘ 
_ ‘The report points’out that asthe: const 
lino of the British empire is thy greatest 
of any country in the world, Great Britain ° 
has no'need to fear offective retulintion if 
sho reserves the British and the colonial 
coastwise trade ond imperial consting trade, 
which. would include yvuyages, between any 
two points of tho-eimpiro, to. British and 
colonial ships and -to vessels of ‘nations : 
oponing thoir consting trade to British and
